Washington, Jan. 14.—The state de- 
partmpnt has bien Informed by Min­ 
ister Conger that the Chinese govern­ 
ment has professed its utter inability 
to pay the Chinese Indemnity on n 
gold basis under present conditions, 
and has suggested that if the powers 
In sist^p o n such payments of the in­ 
demnity then China should be allow­ 
ed to collect the Import duties In gold. 
This would practically amount to dou­ 
bling the customs receipts. 
Secretary 
Hay has replied that 
as far as the 
United States 
is 
concerned, having 
agreed to accept the payment of in­ 
demnity on a silver basis, It could not 
of course consider this last proposition. 
The attitude of the United States gov­ 
ernment la thus
